John McAfee accuses former 


employee of murder plot 


BELIZE — In the latest twist in 
a story that has seen him claim 
to be the victim of a police plot 
and describe himself dressing 
up as a Guatemalan street 
seller to evade capture, John 
McAfee, the software million¬ 
aire, claims to have a recording 
of a former employee plotting 
to kill him by planting a bomb 
at his beachside villa in Belize 
Mr McAfee is wanted for 
questioning over the murder of 
Gregory Faull, 52, a retired 
American builder from 
Florida, who was shot dead 


meters from the millionaire’s 
home more than a week ago. 
Police say Mr McAfee is not a 
suspect but is needed to help 
with their enquiries. 

Mr. McAfee, who lived in a 
$1.5 million beachside villa on 
the island of Ambergris Caye 
off the Belize coast, has repea¬ 
tedly denied shooting dead his 
neighbour. 

Officials say the poisoning 
of four of Mr. McAfee’s dogs 
may be linked to the murder of 
Faull, who lived down the 
beach.

Pakistan Taliban vow to attack 
Indian targets over Mumbai 
gunman 



ISLAMABAD (AFP) - Pakistan's Taliban movement 
threatened yesterday to attack Indian targets to avenge 
the country's execution of Mohammad Ajmal Kasab, the 
lone survivor of the militant squad responsible for a ram¬ 
page through Mumbai that killed 166 people in 2008. 

Kasab was hanged on Wednesday amid great se¬ 
crecy, underscoring the political sensitivity of the No¬ 
vember 26, 2008, massacre, which still casts a pall over 
relations between nuclear-armed rivals Pakistan and 
India. 

The sole surviving gunman from the 2008 Mumbai at¬ 
tacks was executed on November 21 to the relief of sur¬ 
vivors and victims' families, nearly four years after 166 
people died in the three-day rampage. 

People set off fireworks and handed out sweets in In¬ 
dian cities. Some held up photos of Kasab with a rope 
noose superimposed over his head. 

President: Call us Mexico, 
not 'United States of Mexico' 


MEXICO CITY (AFP) - Presi¬ 
dent Felipe Calderon has one 
last wish before he leaves of¬ 
fice next week: Please change 
the country's name from 
"United States of Mexico" to 
just "Mexico." 

The country has officially 
been named the United States 
of Mexico since 1824, but 
Calderon said yesterday it was 
time for the country to sound 
less like its powerful northern 
neighbor. 

The conservative leader, 
who leaves office on Decem¬ 
ber 1, sent a proposal to Con¬ 
gress to officially change the 
country's name to simply Mex¬ 
ico, dubbing it a "matter of 
great importance." 

"It is time for Mexicans to 


take back the beauty and sim¬ 
plicity of our fatherland's 
name: Mexico. A name we 
chant, we sing, that makes us 
happy and fills us with pride," 
he said, at the Los Pinos presi¬ 
dential palace. 

"The name of our country 
does not have to continue em¬ 
ulating other nations as it was 
done in the 19th century," he 
said in a clear reference to the 
United States of America. 

Mexico is an indigenous 
word that means "the navel of 
the moon" in the nahuatl lan¬ 
guage. 

Calderon will be succeeded 
by president-elect Enrique 
Pena Nieto of the Institutional 
Revolutionary Party (PRI). 


Israel arrests dozens in rare West 
Bank sweep 


RAMALLAH, Palestinian 
Territories (AFP) - The Israeli 
army said yesterday it had ar¬ 
rested 55 Palestinian "terror 
operatives" across the West 
Bank only hours after a truce 
came into effect ending the 
week-long Gaza conflict. 

However a Palestinian 
rights group put the figure at 
more than 200 and claimed 
that Israel had engaged in a 
week-long security sweep co¬ 
inciding with the Gaza cam¬ 
paign that had previously 
gone largely unnoticed. 

The rare security operation 
in the more stable of the two 
Palestinian territories came 
amid a sudden upsurge in vi¬ 
olent protests linked to the 
Gaza unrest. 

The Israeli army said those 
detained were "affiliated with 
different terror groups. 

Israeli public radio sepa¬ 
rately reported that those de¬ 
tained included members of 


Hamas and Islamic Jihad 
movements that are based in 
Gaza but also have represen¬ 
tatives in the West Bank. 

The Palestinian Prisoners' 
Club rights watchdog said 
that 230 people had been 
hauled away by Israeli secu¬ 
rity forces from the moment 
the Gaza violence flared. 

The group said in a state¬ 
ment that Israel had launched 
"a detentions campaign that 
focused on citizens, commu¬ 
nity leaders and freed prison¬ 
ers." 

"These arrests came as re¬ 
venge" for the Gaza rockets 
that rained down on Israel 
from Gaza for more than 
seven days, the group's presi¬ 
dent Qudura Faris said in the 
statement. 

The army openly conceded 
that the arrests were related to 
"recent terrorist and violent 
activity" in the West Bank — 
seen in days of widespread 


protests and clashes over Is¬ 
rael's relentless bombing 
campaign targeting militants 
in the Gaza Strip. 

Later in the day Israeli au¬ 
thorities have arrested the 
people responsible for the 
bombing of a rush-hour bus 
last week in Tel Aviv that 
wounded 29 people, domestic 
security agency Shin Bet said 
yesterday. 

"The authors of (the No¬ 
vember 21) attack on a bus in 
Tel Aviv that wounded 29 
people were arrested a few 
hours after the attack" near 
the West Bank city of Ramal- 
lah, a statement said. 

"Members of this cell in 
Beit Lakya linked to Hamas 
and (Islamic) Jihad admitted 
during their interrogation hav¬ 
ing planned attacks against Is¬ 
raelis, prepared a bomb and 
chosen Tel Aviv as a target," 
the statement added.

Venezuela nabs Colombian 
drug lord at resort 


CARACAS (AFP) - Venezue¬ 
lan authorities arrested a 
Colombian drug lord — wanted 
in Colombia and the United 
States — on the resort island of 
Margarita, the government re¬ 
ported yesterday. 

"Officials with the Mar¬ 
garita National Drug Office 
and the National Guard cap¬ 
tured the head of an interna¬ 
tional drug trafficking gang," 
said Justice Minister Nestor 
Reverol on the microblogging 


site Twitter. 

In a separate tweet, the min¬ 
ister explained that Interpol 
had issued a red notice against 
the detainee, Juan Carlos Pena 
Silva, 26, alerting to the US 
and Colombian warrants. 

While Venezuela is desig¬ 
nated by the United Nations as 
a country free of illicit crops, it 
is considered to be a major 
transit point for drugs into the 
largest consumer markets. 


Four Chinese hostages 
freed n Colombia 


BOGOTA (AFP) - Four Chi¬ 
nese oil company employees 
held hostage since June 2011, 
allegedly by Colombia’s FARC 
rebels, have been freed in 
southern Colombia, their em¬ 
bassy said yesterday. 

"They released the four 
Wednesday night in the depart¬ 


ment of Caqueta. They are in 
good spirits," said the 
spokesman of China's embassy.

S. Africa's Mandela notes already 
counterfeited 


PRETORIA (AFP) - Chancers 
in South Africa are already 
shopping with fake Mandela 
banknotes, barely two weeks 
after the new money entered 
circulation, officials said yes¬ 
terday. 

"When new notes are intro¬ 
duced there are always endea¬ 
vours to see whether they can 
be counterfeited or copied," 
said Gill Marcus, governor of 
the South African Reserve 
Bank. 

The country's central bank 
has acknowledged "isolated 
cases" of counterfeiting of the 
new banknote series featuring 
former President Nelson Man¬ 
dela. 

The "Randela" — a nick¬ 
name that combines the na¬ 
tional currency the rand and 
the name of South Africa's first 
black president — is the latest 
monument to the 94-year-old. 

His smiling face features on 
the front, while the back re¬ 


tains the images of one of the 
big five animals — lion, leop¬ 
ard, rhino, buffalo and ele¬ 
phant - which also featured on 
the old money. 

Neighbouring Zimbabwe, 
which also accepts rand, has 
meanwhile launched a road 
show to raise awareness of the 
new notes as the country is 
"flooded" with fakes, its Re¬ 


serve Bank has said. 

But even police there are at 
a loss to spot the counterfeits. 

"We are not familiar with 
the new banknotes ourselves," 
said Zimbabwe police 
spokesman Andrew Phiri. 

South Africa's Reserve 
Bank has advised the public 
"to look, feel and tilt the ban¬ 
knote" to test if they are real. 


Ministry: 10 killed in Yemen military 
plane crash 

SANAA (AFP) - A military plane crashed in Sanaa on 
Wednesday, killing all 10 people on board as it tried to 
make an emergency landing when an engine failed, 
Yemen's defence ministry and an airport source said. 

A civil defence source said five officers were among 
the victims. 

The plane crashed into an empty lot in Sanaa's nor¬ 
thern neighbourhood of Al-Hassaba, according to an AFP 
photographer who saw three charred bodies lying on the 
ground at the crash site. 

The airport source said the Antonov came down while 
trying to land at an air base near Sanaa's main airport.

Infant sleep positioners cause 
death: US health officials 



CHICAGO (AFP) - Bolsters 
used to keep sleeping babies 
on their backs pose a suffoca¬ 
tion hazard, health officials 
warned after a recent death 
raised the ’sleep positioners' 
toll to at least 13 US infants. 

Health officials first warned 
parents not to use the devices 
in 2010 and cracked down on 
manufacturers who claimed 
they could prevent Sudden In¬ 
fant Death Syndrome, which 
claims more than 2,000 infants 
a year in the United States. 


But the 'sleep positioners' — 
which typically feature bol¬ 
sters attached to each side of a 
thin mat and sometimes a 
wedge to elevate the baby's 
head — remain on the market. 

Most of the babies — all four 
months of age or younger — 
suffocated after rolling from 
their side to their stomach. 
Some were found trapped be¬ 
tween the bolster and the side 
of the crib. 

In addition to the 13 re¬ 
ported deaths since 1997, the 


Consumer Product Safety 
Commission has received 
dozens of reports of babies 
found in "hazardous positions 
within or next to the product" 
after they were placed on their 
back or side in the positioners. 

"We urge parents and care¬ 
givers to take our warning se¬ 
riously and stop using these 
sleep positioners so children 
can be assured of a safe sleep," 
Inez Tenenbaum, chairman of 
the Consumer Product Safety 
Commission, said in a state¬ 
ment. 

Parents should also keep the 
crib free of pillows, com¬ 
forters, quilts and toys, said 
Susan Cummins, a pediatric 
expert at the Food and Drug 
Administration. 

"The safest crib is a bare 
crib," she said. "Always put 
your baby on his or her back to 
sleep. An easy way to remem¬ 
ber this is to follow the ABC's 
of safe sleep — Alone on the 
Back in a bare Crib." 


China arrests 90 over child abductions: 
state media 


BEIJING (AFP) - Police have 
arrested 90 gang suspects 
across China and freed 28 chil¬ 
dren who were allegedly kid¬ 
napped from the far west and 
taken to various cities to steal, 
the China Daily said. 

"Suspected gang members 


'beat, abused or threatened' 
these young children to force 
them to steal and rob in public 
places," it quoted the Ministry 
of Public Security spokesman 
Huang Shihai as saying. 

The locations ranged from 
shopping centres to under¬ 


passes and railway stations, he 
said. 

Authorities carried out the 
operation last month in Beijing 
and various provinces around 
the country as part of a cam¬ 
paign launched in April last 
year that has netted 2,700 sus¬ 
pects and rescued 2,300 chil¬ 
dren. 

The traffickers also often 
targeted poor children who 
had dropped out of school, 
promising them a path to pros¬ 
perity in cities elsewhere, a 
Uighur interpreter named Ab- 
likim who helped with police 
investigations told the newspa¬ 
per. 

But once they arrived the 
children were forced to beg or 
pick pockets.

Brazil native people say 
farmers poisoned stream 



RIO DE JANEIRO (AFP) - 
Prosecutors opened an investi¬ 
gation on Wednesday into alle¬ 
gations by Guarani Indians in 
central Brazil that their main 
source of water was deliber¬ 
ately poisoned by farmers. 

The charges were made on 
behalf of the local indigenous 
group by pressure group Sur¬ 
vival International, which said 
the affected stream was used 
by the Ypo'i community for 
drinking, bathing and cooking. 

The stream is some 500 
kilometers (310 miles) from 
Campo Grande, capital city of 
Mato Grosso do Sul state. 

Prosecutors said in a state¬ 
ment that "if the contamination 
of the drinking water is con¬ 
firmed, the perpetrators face 
up to 15 years in prison." 

Brazil’s National Indian 
Foundation also said it was 
looking into the case. 

The Guarani used a cell 
phone to capture images of the 


pollution, including video of 
white foam that churned up for 
two days along a stretch of wa¬ 
terway, including a section 
where they have been camping 
in the Paranhos region. 

Survival International said 
the natives are convinced that 
the water was poisoned as "a 
deliberate act and not an acci¬ 
dent." 

The disputed land belongs 
to landowner Firmino Escobar, 
but part of the property has 
been occupied by the Guarani 
since 2010. Survival Interna¬ 
tional says the Indians claim 
the territory as part of their an¬ 
cestral lands. 

At the beginning of the oc¬ 
cupation the landlord cut off 
all access to water, food and 
medical care, but a court or¬ 
dered that the natives should 
be allowed to remain unim¬ 
peded on their small plot until 
the dispute is resolved. 


Aussie scientists un-dis- 
cover Pacific island

El Nino unlikely to hit by year-end: UN 


GENEVA (AFP) - There is lit¬ 
tle chance the potentially dev¬ 
astating El Nino weather 
phenomenon will return be¬ 
fore the end of the year, the 
UN's weather agency said 
Thursday. 

Despite a slight warming of 
sea surface temperatures in the 
tropical Pacific ocean in Au¬ 


gust and early September — an 
element to El Nino's develop¬ 
ment — other factors, includ¬ 
ing wind and cloud patterns 
had failed to respond. 

The El Nino phenomenon 
occurs every two to seven 
years. 

It causes a major shift in 
rainfall, bringing floods and 


mudslides to usually arid 
countries in western South 
America, drought in the west¬ 
ern Pacific and a change in the 
nutrient-rich ocean currents 
that lure fish. 

El Nino last occurred from 
June 2009 to May 2010, 
WMO said.

Cyprus reaches bailout deal 
with international lenders 


NICOSIA (AFP) - Eurozone 
member Cyprus reached a 
hard-won bailout agreement 
with international lenders yes¬ 
terday, state news agency CNA 
said. 

A "positive conclusion to 
negotiations between the troika 
and the government came at 
around 8:00 pm," a report said, 
hours after President Demetris 
Christofias said a deal was 
near on what the finance min¬ 
ister said would involve some 
17 billion euros ($21.8 billion).

sure that an agreement was 
reached. 

Christofias sought to allay 
fears that officials from the 
troika of the European Com¬ 
mission, the European Central 
Bank and the International 
Monetary Fund would leave 
the island empty-handed after 
more than two weeks. 

Finance Minister Vassos 
Shiarly confirmed that reform 
of index-linked salaries, pri¬ 
vatising the telecommunica¬ 
tions authority and managing 
revenues from a major natural 
gas find were the remaining 
sticking points.

OTTAWA (AFP) - Research In 
Motion shares jumped more 
than 15 percent yesterday after 
a burst of positive reviews this 
week by analysts who had 
been among the beleaguered 
BlackBerry maker’s harshest 
critics. 

Kris Thompson of National 
Bank Financial upgraded his 
price target to Can$15, betting 
that the stock will rise as mo¬ 
mentum builds for the launch 
of RIM's new BlackBerry 10 
operating system and two new 
smartphones. 

Jefferies & Co. analyst 
Peter Misek doubled his price 
target to Can$ 10 and upgraded 
the stock from "hold" to "un¬ 
derperform," saying carriers 
testing the devices apparently 
have "a much more positive 
view of BB10 than we ex¬ 
pected." 

The stock soared to 
Can$ 11.77 on the Toronto 
Stock Exchange. US bourses 
were closed for the Thanksgiv¬ 
ing holiday. 

RIM’s new devices are 
aimed at regaining momentum 
against smartphones from 
Apple and those using 
Google’s Android operating 
system. 

While most analysts are ex¬ 
pecting a March launch for the 
new smartphones, Thompson 
predicted they would hit store- 
shelves a month earlier. 

He also noted that RIM's 
subscriber count had crept up 
to over 80 million global users 
this past quarter, rebuffing re¬ 
ports of large corporate and 
government clients switching 
to Apple's iPhone. 

"The new management 
team is executing by maintain¬ 
ing the BlackBerry subscriber 
base, managing costs and cash, 
and seemingly readying a Feb¬ 
ruary 2013 BB10 global plat¬ 
form launch," Thompson 
wrote in a research note.

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Learning the art of giving, Japanese 
style 



PARIS (AFP) - What matters 
at Christmas time is the spirit, 
right? For those yet to be con¬ 
vinced, a tiny Japanese pavil¬ 
ion in Paris offers to initiate 
Westerners to a 700-year-old 
gift-giving ritual known as 
Origata. 

You could hardly be further 
from the push and shove of the 
holiday shopping season: the 
tiny wood-panelled cubicle in 
the city's Latin Quarter is like 
a hybrid of concept store, art 
gallery and miniature temple. 

Opened this month by 
Japanese businessman Takeshi 
Sato together with a young 
Frenchman, Joan Larroumec, 
the Miwa pavilion is billed as 
an exclusive members' club, 
offering a gateway to Japanese 
high culture. 

"It's a business venture, but 
one that also aims to spread 
knowledge of traditional 
Japanese culture," explained 
Larroumec. "It's a window

onto a side of Japan that is in¬ 
accessible to most people." 

Chief among these customs 
is the Origata gift ritual, 
rooted in traditional Shinto 
culture, which has been prac¬ 
tised primarily for the Japan¬ 
ese imperial family since the 
14th century. 

"It all starts with a tea cere¬ 
mony, using water exported 
from Japan," Larroumec said. 

"We listen to the person, to 
the meaning they want their 
gift to have, how they want 
the recipient to feel, and then 
there are a whole set of codes 
that determine the way we 


wrap it, the different paper, 
knots and folds. 

"The aim is to put meaning 
back into the art of giving." 

Except for the word "ori", 
meaning to fold, Origata bears 
no relation to the paper-fold¬ 
ing craft of origami. 

Since the 14th century, 
Keishosai Ogasawara's family 
have held the keys to the art as 
chiefs of protocol for the im¬ 
perial family, handing down 
its codes generation to gener¬ 
ation and — in recent years — 
sharing them with the public. 

She travelled from Tokyo to 
witness the opening of the 
pavilion, which was ceremoni¬ 
ally inaugurated by two Shinto 
priests.

Boxing: Hatton will keep 
emotions in check during 
comeback 



LONDON (AFP) - Ricky Hat¬ 
ton has pledged to keep his 
emotions in check when the 
British boxer makes his come¬ 
back against Ukraine’s Vyach¬ 
eslav Senchenko on Saturday. 

Hatton will be fighting for 
the first time since May 2009 
when Manny Pacquiao handed 
him the second defeat of his 
career following a 2007 loss to 
Floyd Mayweather Jr. 

The 34-year-old is adamant 
he has learned from the mis¬ 
takes he made in both those 
contests and insists he will 
show a more controlled ap¬ 
proach against former world 
champion Senchenko. 

'Tve spent so much time 
sulking about the Mayweather 
defeat and the Pacquiao de¬ 
feat. They were my two 
biggest fights and I messed 
up," Hatton said. 

"I was too aggressive, too 
over eager. If I make that mis¬ 
take all over again then I'm not 
the fighter I think I am." 

Hatton spent the three years 
since his last fight in turmoil 
as he battled with spiralling 


weight, drink and drugs prob¬ 
lems and depression that left 
him on the verge of suicide. 

But he has got back down 
to a fighting weight and a sell¬ 
out crowd hope to see the vic¬ 
torious return of the local hero 
at Manchester Arena this 
weekend. 

"It will be a very emotional 
night for me. The ring walk, if 
you talk to most fighters, it's 
where you get your nerves to¬ 
gether, you start thinking 
about your family and your 
kids, what you've gone 
through to get to this point," 
he said. 

"Life has kicked my arse. 
I've got so much tension and 
anger inside me that I want to 
throw at Senchenko but I can't 
throw it at him like I did 
against Manny Pacquaio. It's 
got to be to the game plan and 
in a positive manner. 

"If I'm the champion I be¬ 
lieve I am, it won't be a prob¬ 
lem holding it all together. 
Although they might need a 
mop and bucket when I'm 
leaving the ring." 
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Boxing: 
Holyfield 
auction 
is on 

LOS ANGELES (AFP) - 
Hundreds of Evander Holy- 
field's ring mementoes are to 
go up for auction next week, 
even though the former 
heavyweight world champion 
obtained a court ruling exclud¬ 
ing 12 treasured items from 
the sale. 

Darren Julien, president 
and chief executive of Julien's 
auction house, said in a state¬ 
ment after a judge on Wednes¬ 
day temporarily blocked the 
sale that "We are confident 
that we will ultimately prevail 
when these frivolous claims 
are actually decided on the 
merits, and once we have 
won, we fully expect and in¬ 
tend to sell these few items in 
a future auction," 

According to a press re¬ 
lease issued in July, the auc¬ 
tion was originally slated to 
include robes and trunks worn 
by Holyfield for his 1996 
upset victory over Mike Tyson 
and gloves worn in Holyfield's 
1997 re-match with Tyson in 
which Tyson famously bit 
Holyfield's ear. 

Holyfield sued to stop the 
auction earlier this month, 
saying he didn't give permis¬ 
sion to sell a majority of the 
items. 

Julien's has since sued a 
Holyfield's assistant who was 
tasked with confirming the 
history of each item and secur¬ 
ing Holyfield's approval for its 
sale. 
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NBA: Durant helps lift Thunder over 
Clippers in OT 


OKLAHOMA CITY (AFP) - 
Three-time scoring champion 
Kevin Durant sank 19 of 21 
free throws and finished with 
35 points to lead the Oklahoma 
City Thunder to a 117-111 
overtime win over the Los An¬ 
geles Clippers Wednesday. 

Durant shot just seven of 19 
from the floor and had six 
turnovers, but he performed 
well enough to help the de¬ 
fending Western Conference 
champion Oklahoma City win 
their third straight game. 

Durant also had a half 
dozen rebounds, grabbed five 
steals and dished out five as¬ 
sists for the Thunder, who have 
won eight of their last nine 
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games and are 9-3 on the sea¬ 
son. 

Russell Westbrook posted 
23 points and nine assists, 
while Serge Ibaka added 15 
points and 12 boards in the 
victory. 

Blake Griffin poured in 23 
points, but Chris Paul recorded 
just nine points on two-of-14 
shooting for the Clippers, who 
had their six-game winning 
streak halted. 

First place Oklahoma City will 
now head east for contests 
with Boston and Philadelphia. 

The Thunder, who lost to 
Miami in the NBA finals last 


year, had lost three of four 
meetings with the Clippers last 
season. 

Paul also had nine assists 
for the Clippers, who are off to 
an impressive start to the sea¬ 
son and have scored 100-plus 
points in nine of their first 11 
games. 

The Clippers won their 
sixth game in a row Monday 
with a 92-87 decision against 
the San Antonio Spurs in the 
opener of a four-game road 
trip. 

Los Angeles will visit 
Brooklyn and Atlanta next on 
their road trip.

NHL: Owners mull latest 
union offer to end lockout 


NEW YORK (AFP) - Na¬ 
tional Hockey League owners 
were reviewing the latest offer 
from the players' union on 
Wednesday, but both sides re¬ 
main far apart as they attempt 
to end the two month long 
lockout. 

The NHL Players Associa¬ 
tion made the new offer 
Wednesday morning as the 
two sides met in New York. 
The owners said they would 
review it. 

Despite two meetings this 
week, there was little progress 
as the negotiating teams head 
into the US Thanksgiving hol¬ 
iday. 

"We're still far apart," NHL 
commissioner Gary Bettman 
said on Wednesday. "But hope¬ 


fully there's some momentum 
so we can bring this process to 
a successful conclusion." 

Bettman said that the league 
business is losing between $18 
million to $20 million per day, 
while players are losing be¬ 
tween $8 million to $10 mil¬ 
lion per day. 

Regular season games 
through the end of November 
have been wiped off the sched¬ 
ule, while the league also can¬ 
celed the outdoor Winter 
Classic contest that was to be 
held on New Year's Day in De¬ 
troit between the Toronto 
Maple Leafs and Red Wings. 

The two sides have been 
without a contract since the last 
one expired on September 15.

Golf: Donald leads Mcllroy by one in Dubai 



DUBAI (AFP) - All it took 
was 18 holes for the cream to 
rise to the top as world No.2 
Luke Donald took a one-shot 
lead over world No.l Rory 
Mcllroy after the opening 
round of the $8million DP 
World Tour Championship on 
Thursday. 

At the Earth course of 
Jumeirah Golf Estates, Eng¬ 
land's Donald shot a bogey- 
free round of seven-under par 
65, while Mcllroy could have 
joined him on the top but had 
to be satisfied with a par on the 
par-5 final hole after hitting his 
tee shot into the water. 

That left Mcllroy, who has 
already won the European 
Tour's Race to Dubai crown by 
taking an unassailable lead on 
top of the Money List, at six- 
under par 66 and tied for sec¬ 


ond with Spain's Gonzalo Fer- 
nandez-Castano and Scotland's 
Marc Warren. 

Meanwhile, world No.4 and 
No.6, Lee Westwood of Eng¬ 
land and Louis Oosthuizen of 
South Africa, were another 
shot behind and tied fourth at 
five-under par 67 in a group 
that also included major cham¬ 
pions Padraig Harrington and 
Martin Kaymer. 

World No.7 Justin Rose was 
in a group of 10 players tied at 
11th place at four-under par 68. 

Donald, who won last 
week's Dunlop Phoenix Open 
on Japan Golf Tour, was de¬ 
lighted to carry on his form 
from there. After making an 
eight-footer on the first and a 
15-footer on the fourth to save 
pars, he unleashed seven 
birdies in a stretch of 10 holes. 


Donald, who lost his crown 
of being the No. 1 player in the 
world and on the US PGA and 
European Tours to Mcllroy 
this year, said it definitely felt 
different this year without feel¬ 
ing the pressure of trying to 
win the Race to Dubai, al¬ 
though his goals were the 
same as last year. 

"Definitely, the feeling was 
a different one today on the 
first tee. There was a lot at 
stake for me last year, so obvi¬ 
ously, I felt the pressure," said 
Donald, who had shot succes¬ 
sive rounds of 66 over the 
weekend to finish third here in 
2011. 

Mcllroy, who made the turn 
at one-under and then made 
five birdies in the next seven 
holes, said: "I got off to a little 
slow start even though I 


thought I was hitting the ball 
well enough give myself op¬ 
portunities for birdies. 

Meanwhile, the tournament 
lost its fourth player in Ire¬ 
land's Shane Lowry, who 
pulled out in the morning after 
picking up a virus at the begin¬ 
ning of the week. 

The Portugal Masters win¬ 


ner was taken to hospital yes¬ 
terday and put on drips for 
some time before being re¬ 
leased. 

The $8 million tournament 
is the season-ending champi¬ 
onship on the European Tour 
and only the top-60 players in 
the Money List qualify for it. 



SAN JUAN (AFP) - Former three-time world boxing 
champion Hector "Macho" Camacho is brain dead after 
being shot in the neck in Puerto Rico, his doctor said 
Thursday. Doctors were still performing tests before 
meeting with his family, said Ernesto Torres, the director 
of the Centro Medico hospital, Torres said the bullet 
"damaged three arteries that run through the neck and 
as a result blood is not flowing well" to Camacho's brain. 
"Clinically, Hector 'Macho' Camacho is brain dead," the 
doctor said, adding that it will be up to the family to de¬ 
cide whether to disconnect the respirator keeping the 
boxer alive, he added at the press conference. 
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
